road im provement, but the losses 
w ould more than offset the saving. 
A little money could be saved, too, 
by building no bridges, but w ho 
w ants to go back to Seventeenth 
century methods? 
A s well tell the 
farmer he can save money by build­ 
ing no barns. 
T h e truth is, there 
can be no real progress and pros 
perity except by keeping up w ith 
the 
times 
and 
using 
the 
best 
methods of doing business. 
T h e 
man w ho alw ays howls for “ cheap­ 
ness” is generally a failure ns a 
business man. 
H e is prone to hold 
his dimes and lose dollars by his 
lack of enterprise. 
It is no credit 
to a com m unity to spend nothing 
on its roads. 
Such a policy does 
not pay in the end. 
W e should be 
able to boast of h avin g the best 
roads in the state, instead of boast­ 
ing of h ow little w e have spent on 


them. 
T h e 
Six-M ile 
road 
law 
should be amended until under it 
w e can construct good roads across 
the county. 
E xperience has shown 
that w e will never get good roads 
under the old plan of county court 
supervision. 
Tlie 
demand 
for a 
better system is almost universal, 
and Sedalia should s^and up for 
the Six-M ile district plan until a 
better is offered. 
W’^e cannot afford 
to take any step backw ard. 


T h e N e w Y o r k Com m ercial, in 
discussing the need of better fa cil­ 
ities for hauiiug farm produce to 
m arket, 
says : 
“ There 
are 
tw o 
policies that European and A m e r ­ 
ican 
experience suggests in 
this 
matter : 
O ne is a systematic im ­ 
provement of theticommon roads 
under the joint co-operation of the 
central and local authorities of each 
stale. 
T h e common roads of this 
country have shown little im prove­ 
ment during the last fifty years. 
W h ile w e have built up the most 
extensive and economical railroad 
transportation system in the world, 
our ordinary roads have been al­ 
low ed to remain in an imperfect, 
almost primitive, state. 
Il w ould 
certainly seem to be of the utmost 
im portance that every slate should 
n o w turn its attention seriously to 
this subject, and inaugurate some 
system, similar to the one n o w e x ­ 
isting in N e w Jersey, for a gen ­ 
eral im provem ent of its h igh w ays. 
T h e second policy w hich that e x p e ­ 
rience has suggested is the utilizing 
of light railw ays— as in E n g la n d — 
or the extension of electric rail­ 
w a y s to rural village points— as in 
some points of N e w E n g la n d — for 
affording 
rural 
districts 
cheaper 
access to the markets. 
T h e neces­ 
sity of a trolley system, connecting 
rural villages w ith a central tow n 
located on a railroad, thus afford­ 
in g a local m arket and a shipping 
point for a w id e productive area, 
las 
been 
emphasized 
in 
every 
official investigation that has been 


made on the distribution and m ar­ 
k e tin g oftfarm products. Instances 


of the use of electric lines are not 
entirely w a n tin g in this country, 
but as yet country producers have 
not begun to realize h ow helpful 
these n ew agencies w ould be for 
reaching the markets of the city.

were found, and their names hare 
not been endorsed on the back of 
same indictments. 
Each motion to quash is signed 
3y the defendant and sworn to be­ 
fore a notary public. 
Judge Hock- 
uday was 
requested 
by 
the de­ 
fendant’s attorney to fix a certain 
day when the parties can appear 
ai3d argue this motion. 
The court 
stated that he would be prepared 
to hear the argument Wednesday 
morning. 
Attorney J. H. Murry, 
on behalf of the srate, asked the 
court to allow time for 
him to 
notify 
Attorney 
Folk, 
that 
the 
latter may be present to argue the 
motion. 
Attorney 
Gentry asked 
that time be granted to notify the 
attorneys for the defense. 
Judge Hockaday stated that as 
the 
Boone 
county 
circuit 
court 
would adjourn next Saturday, be 
would not be in Columbia after 
that date, and granted the attor­ 
neys until then to appear in court 
to fight the motion. 
A n affidavit taken before a St. 
Louis notary public was affixed to 
the motion, stating tiiat delendant 
had read the motion and the facts 
stated 
therein 
were 
true. 
This 
was signed by Edward Butler. 


Mr. Folk, when seen last night 
in regard to the motion made be­ 
fore Judge Hockaday at Columbi^ 
to quash 
each 
of the indictments 
against 
Edward 
Butler, on 
the 
ground that they failed to have in­ 
dorsed upon them the names of Dr, 
Merreil, Walter J. 
Blakely 
and 
James Campbell, stated that, in his 
opinion, there was no especial sig­ 
nificance in this motion, says to­ 
day’s Globe-Democrat. 
The same step, he stated, has 
frequently been taken in the cases 
of other indictments 
and over­ 
ruled. 
It was not necessary, Mr. 
Folk said, for the 
indictment to 
bear the 
names of the material 
witnesses, and their omission did 
not affect the legality of the 
in­ 
dictments or furnish good grounds 
upon which to have them quashed. 
“ It is true,” said Mr. Folk,“ that 
the statute provides that the in­ 
dictment shall have the names of 
material witnesses indorsed upon 
it, but in another part of the stat­ 
ute it provides that other witnesses 
may be summoned whose names it 
is not necessary to have upon the 
indictment. These conflicting pro­ 
visions, in effect, make the statute 
meaningless. 
In an extended in­ 
vestigation like the present it is 
not practicable to indorse indict­ 
ments found with the names of ail 
the witnesses, and this has not been 
done.” 
Mr. Folk stated that he had not 
definitely determined to appear be 
fore the circuit court at Columbia 
to argue the motion, and would 
probably not do so unless it was 
the wish of Judge Hockaday that 
he should.

Fish was addicted to the use of 
mor phine, but after having been 
over come by. the use of the dr ug 
some weeks ago and taken to the 
city hospital, he r esolved to use it 
no mor e. 
This r esolve, it is said, 
he kept until Monday, when he 
pawned his watch, and, pr ocur ing 
a 6-ounce bottle of the dr ug, went 
to his r oom about 9 o’clock Mon­ 
day night. 
Whether his death was 
due to an over dose of the dr ug 
taken while under its influence, or 
whether Fish intended to end his 
life, is not known.

J. Longenberger, of Co. A , 
Fifteenth infantry, to his mother 
in Danville, Pa.

made to say that the dead bodies of 
the Filipinos lay around on all 
sides, unburied, in various stages 
of decomposition, and that when a 


Filipino dropped “ our boys all shot 
him seven or eight times, so that he 
was covered with blood from head 
to foot.” 
This story obtained gen­ 
eral circulation and was the 8ubje:t 
of considerable criticism against the 
army.

The matter was made ike sub­ 
ject of an oflicial investigation bv 
General Chaffee, then in command 
in the Philippines, with the result 
that the story was shown to 
be 
without foundation. 
Private Lon­ 
genberger, the reputed author of 
the letter, wrote to the command­ 
ing officer of his regiment that the 
story gives a mistaken impression. 
“ I heard the story from another 
enlisted man,” 
he stated, “ and 
have never witnessed the death of 
a native in the Philippines, and I 
now believe that the story told me 
was only idle boasting.”

man who wrote the letter men­ 
tioned is a member of his com­ 
pany, and “ his record shows that 
he has never been in action nor 
near the scene of action in fact ;
